The  Company  Theatre  is  a  professional  theatre  group  founded  early  in  1967  under  the 
auspices  of  Join  for  the  Arts,  Inc.  Critics,  theatre  people,  drama  departments  and 
audiences  have  acclaimed  the  group,  which  is  composed  of  actors,  directors  and  artists 
of  the  plastic  and  graphic  media.  The  participants  are  dedicated  to  the  exploration  of 
forms  and  concepts  in  the  arts,  "emphasizing  communication  in  a  synthesis  of 
aesthetic  disciplines." 

In  addition  to  standard  theatre  forms,  the  Company  Theatre  has  developed  produc- 
tions of  dance,  poetry,  music  and  "theatre  games."

"It  is  best  to  kill  the  truth  with  silence,"  Goebbels  said.  People  who  rule  have  generally  agreed  --  particularly  in 
times  of  crisis.  And  these,  as  everyone  recognizes,  are  times  of  crisis. 

Chronicle  and  The  Free  Lunch  are  devoted  to  communication,  to  focusing  the  glare  of  publicity  on  the  unknown 
or  unmentioned.  They  are  unscheduled  because  events  today  develop  so  rapidly,  that  we  cannot  know  in  Oct- 
ober what  may  be  crucial  in  November.  They  function  as  gadfly  and  muckraker,  offering  a  forum  for  exposing 
events  not  covered  elsewhere. 

Evening  Chronicle  has  emphasized  public  affairs.  The  Free  Lunch  will  elude  the  silence  of  culture,  by  drawing 
its  sources  from  what  is  happening  in  music,  literature,  and  the  arts,  not  reported  elsewhere.  But  these  are,  finally 
the  same  thing,  for  the  speaking  of  the  truth  in  both  art  and  politics  is  fundamentally  subversive  to  those  who  try 
to  silence  it.  Bob  Dylan  was  once  banned  from  Ed  Sullivan's  show  because  he  refused  not  to  sing  a  song  critical 
of  the  John  Birch  Society.  Barry  McGuire's  "The  Eve  of  Destruction"  was  kept  off  many  juke  boxes  because  of 
its  anti-Vietnam  war  position.  A  song  by  a  15-year  old  girl  on  inter-racial  love  called  "Society's  Child"  has  never 
been  widely  heard  on  rock  and  roll  stations. 

Silence  is  a  conspiracy  taking  many  forms  --  reducing  to  simplicity,  for  instance,  relationships  that  are  co;nplex. 
Goebbels  argued  that  "Propaganda  must  always  be  essentially  simple  and  repetitious.  In  the  long  run,"  he  contin- 
ued, "only  he  will  achieve  basic  results  in  influencing  public  opinion  who  is  able  to  reduce  problems  to  the  sim- 
plest terms  and  who  has  the  courage  to  keep  forever  repeating  them  in  this  simplified  form  despite  the  objections 
of  the  intellectuals."  The  conspiracy  of  silence  is  at  work  when  Dean  Rusk  and  the  State  Department  reduce  the 
problems  of  Southeast  Asia  to  the  question  of  communist  expansion. 

The  Free  Lunch  and  Chronicle  are,  in  this  sense  at  least,  intellectual,  offering  neither  silence  nor  simplicity,  but 
exploring  what  is  happening  now  with  those  who  are  making  it  happen.

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NOVEMBER    FEATURE:    CZECHOSLOVAK! AN   MUSIC 

There  was  always  something  saintly  about  Antonin  Dvorak,  tiie  man  who  heard  nature's  music  wherever  he  went.  He  made  it 
the  springboard  tor  what  he  wrote  down,  but  always  kept  listening  to  make  sure  he  got  it  riglit. 

It  was  in  order  to  make  this  man's  life  as  much  a  reality  for  measpossible  that  I  dogged  his  spirit,  tape  recorder  in  hand,  talk- 
ing to  old  people  who  saw  him,  as  children,  amid  nature,  in  Spillville,  Iowa  and  Prague,  Czechoslovakia.  The  search  took  me 
to  Prague  two  years  ago.  What  a  fascinating  city  it  was,  full  of  people  full  of  soulful  .vays.  Dvorak's  spirit  was  everywhere 
there,  but  the  Czechs  as  a  whole  are  people  who  put  principles  to  the  only  real  test,  the  one  which  goes  beyond  thinking  and 
talking  them:  living  them. 

The  streets  of  Prague  were  in  upheaval  when  1  was  there  too  -  not  the  people,  just  the  streets.  They  were  all  torn  up.  It 
seems  that  pieces  of  old  buildings  had  been  falling  on  people  in  the  center  of  town.  At  least  one  person  was  killed.  The  city 
government,  rotten  at  heart,  had  been  finally  moved  to  repair  the  buildings  and  the  pot-holed  Prague  streets  at  last.  The 
government  had  been  hiding  in  the  past;  the  people  had  a  keen  feeling  for  the  past  by  validating  what  it  had  tauglit  them  in 
their  present.  The  "American  Dream"  has  always  been  a  strong  part  of  Czech  culture  ever  since  our  own  revolution.  The 
shops  on  the  main  street  contain  many  picture  postcards  and  mock-ups  of  cowboys  and  Indians.  Fred  Haines,  formerly  Pub- 
lic Affairs  director  at  this  station  and  author  of  the  script  for  Ulysses,  tells  me  that  when  Czech  youth  "freak  out",  they 
trip  off  for  the  weekend  somewhere  in  the  wilds  and,  in  costume,  play  out  wild  west  life. 

I  found  Dvorak  in  America  and  America  in  Dvorak.  His  "From  the  New  World"  has  really  very  literally  kept  this  spark  of 
communion  between  our  two  countries  alive.  Alive  and  well,  1  should  say,  for  certainly  a  real  union  of  spirit  was  about  to 
take  place.  I  wish  I  could  say  that  1  knew  it,  but  1  didn't.  If  I'm  kind  to  myself,  I  sometimes  say  that  maybe  I  did  know  it, 
but  didn't  believe  it.  But  they  are  in  the  process  of  living  our  ideas  now,  in  all  events,  and  we  should  listen  very  carefully. 

In  that  spirit,  I  hope  you  will  enjoy  hearing  all  the  Czech  music,  music  bv  Snieiana,  Janacck  and  Martinu  as  well  as  Dvorak  in 
November's  Folio.  For  our  part,  it's  the  least  we  can  do.  Of  course,  I  hope  you  enjoy  hearing  the  long  "They  Remember 
Dvorak"  program  I  prepared  out  of  my  wanderings.  It's  purposely  very  long,  as  much  an  "environment"  as  a  radio  program. 
1  hope  you  enjoy  "living"  it.  1  myself  these  days  listen  to  it,  and  allied  music,  with  a  different  set  of  ears.
